Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 6-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Abrol et al (hereinafter Abrol), US Patent No. 7,061,913 B1, discloses a method 
and apparatus for delayed frame detection in third generation radio link protocol. Abrol 
does not teach or fairly suggest the step of "determining if packet reordering occurred 
prior to receiving the data packet" as recited in claim 1 and argued on pages 5-7 of the 
remarks.
